MACLEOD CLOSES SCHOOLS 
FOR TWO WEEKS FOLLOWING 
REPORT OF CASE OF INFAN- 
TILE PARALYSIS AT GRANUM 


An emergency meeting of the 
board of health of the town of Mac- 
leod, was held Sunday afternoon in 
the town office, it having been re- 
ported that a case of infantile par- 
alysis had developed at Granum, and 
it was thought wise to take steps 
to prevent the spread of the disease 
to Macleod. 

Besides the members of the 
board of health, there were pres- 
ent the doctors of the town and 
the principals of the three schools. 
After discussing the matter fully 
and on the advice of the doctors, 
it was decided to close the schools 
for two weeks, and to prohibit all 
children under 18 years of age 
from attending any public gather- 
ing, such as church services, Sun- 
day schools, theatre or any public 
meeting whatsoever. It was sug- 
gested that parents keep their 
children at home as much as pos- 
sible and off the public streets. By 
taking these precautions in time 
the board of health and town of- 
ficials hope to prevent a spread of 
this disease to the town and dis- 
trict of Macleod. 


GREEN CAN WHEAT BE 
CUT 


HOW 


How green can wheat be cut with 
safety? 

That question was propounded to 
Supt. Fairfield of the Experimental 
Farm Lethbridge by President J. Y. 
Card of the Cardston Board of Trade 
on behalf of farmers in that district 
who, due to the weather last spring, 
were unable to seed until late, Many 
are anxious to start cutting but are 
holding back, fearful that the grain 
would not mature and make eX 
grade if cut now. Mr. Fairfield 
answers the query this way: 

“A good rule of thumb is to pay 
little attention to the color of the 
straw. If a farmer examines the 
kernel of wheat he will find that 
it develops upwards. As soon as the 
tip end of the kernel is fully round- 
ed out the grain can be cut. This 
rounding out usually occurs by the 
time the wheat is in the soft dough. 
Wheat cut then, and well stooked 
will make good grade grain provided 
the whether following is not too 
wet.”
